The Millionaire’s Disposal ot 
His Property. 


THE BULK LOCKED UP IN A TRUST FUND. 


Liberal Provisions for the Widow, Children 
and Grandchildren — Nearly a 
Million to Charity.

New Yorks, Dec, 12.--A prominent
